NON-ENGLISH INFORMATION 
Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § L98, following is a concise explanation of the relevance (as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 C.F.R. § 1.56(c) most knowledgeable 
about the content of the information), of each listed patent, publication or other information that 
is not in the English language: 

1 . German Patent No. 19620537 published December 12, 1996, discloses: The 
airbag arrangement includes a pre-assembled module, consisting of at least one gas generator 
(14) and an air pillow (13), which is coupled to at least one module reception unit 
(instrumentation panel 9) associated to a construction area of the vehicle. The air pillow consists 
of at least one main chamber (18) associated with the gas generator (14), and at least one 
additional chamber (19) serving for the enlargement of the main chamber. The main chamber 
and the additional chamber have at least one common length of material (22). At least one 
segmental separation is provided between the main chamber and the additional chamber by 
means of a tear stitch (30), associated with the common length of material. The tear stitch is torn 
apart by a predetermined fill pressure in the main chamber in case of an activation of the gas 
generator during an accident. 

2. German Patent No. 19933586 published January 11, 2001, discloses: Airbag 
device has elongate airbag sack (14), which is divided into 2 adjacent chambers (15, 16), via 
sewn seam (23) between successive airbag sack layers. Seam extends inwards from one airbag 
sack longitudinal edge in curved path leading to center point of airbag sack, at which seam is 
formed into circle, to leave flow path between center of airbag sack and opposite longitudinal 
edge, for successive inflation of chambers via single gas generator.
